Features of the Bill. 

Briefly, the bill proposes to make the fol- 
lowing changes in the administration of Ire- 
lend: 

1. The head of the administration will be the 
lord Meutenaat, as now, but all religious dis- 
ability will be removed. 

. The administration will be in the hands of 
a council of 106 members, 82 elected and 24 nom- 
inated by thecrown. In the election women and 
peers will have the right to vote. 

$. The council will have control of finances, 
public works, education, and local government 
works, and agriculture. 

4. The imperial i retains full 
power over the Supreme court, constabulary, 
land commission, and prisons. 

5. The lord lieutenant has the veto power 
over measures passed by the council. 

6. The sum of $20,000,000 annually will be 
paid into the Irish treasury from the imperial 
treasury, to be expended under the direction of 
the council. 

7. The Irish treasury is to be created by the 
council, with an Irish treasurer at its head 
The council has no power to levy taxes. 


Great Irish Meeting. 

The nationalists have called a great con- 
vention to be held in Dublin May 21 and 22, 
to consider the government's bill. All the 
Irish city corporations and the borough and 
city rural councils have been invited to send 
delegates irrespective of politics. The 
branches of the United Irish league in Ire- 
land and England also will be represented, 
and all the clergymen of Ireland, irrespective 
of denomination, will be ex-officio delegates. 
It is expected that more than 2,000 persons 
will attend the convention. 

John E. Redmond, as leader of the na- 
tionalists, will set forth Mr. Birrell's pro- 
posed bill and ask the convention to pass its 
opinion thereupon for the guidance of the 
Irish membere of parliament. 


Bill Not Popular. 

Compared with home rule bills of 1886 and 
1906 the measure of today confers little self- 
government upon Ireland, merely giving to 
the council control of the eight departments 
now managed by government boards. An 
analysis of the bill shows that the crown 
retains control of five of the eight depart-

W. Willis Burnett, said to have been a 
waiter in the hotel Mrs. Shoemaker is said 
to have visited on the night of Dec. 12, 1906, 
was summoned by the underwriters, but he 
has disappeared, and ugly stories are told of 
how he was induced to leave his home. 

Both the insurance people and Mrs. Shoe- 
maker have employed the best legal talent 
obtainable and used every means to keep the 
affair secret, but they have been unable to 
do so, and rumor has it that one divorce euit, 
as a result of the exposure, already has been 
filed, but the papers were suppressed through 
the “influence” of the husband accused. 


GAS MUST PAY FOR FRANCHISE. 


City of Columbus, 0., Wins Signal Vic- 
tory Before State Supreme Court 
in Long Fought Case. 


Columbus, O., May 7.—The city of Colum- 
bus won a signal victory in the state Supreme 
court today in the case against the Columbus 
Gas company to enforce it to pay the city

all of the other railroads. When such facil- 
ities are provided under any approved man- 
agement that is not in any way interested in 
grain, elevators equipped as this one is should 
be given preference in being declared regular 
under our rules, and should have the unqual- 
ified support of our members in insuring their 
success. . 


Much Feeling on Both Sides. 


The committee, which has been investigat- 
ing the elevator question for six months, was 
appointed as the result of a series of meet- 
ings held by board members last fall, in which 
much feeling was ¢Cisplayed by both fac- 
tions. . The question has been thrashed out 
from every possible standpoint, and the com- 
mittee has had the assistance of the whole 
membership, which was Invited to make sug- 
gestions. | 

At the outset of the committee’s work sev- 
eral of the leading elevator concerns made 
the announcement that they would not make 
application to have their licensee renewed

In case the elevator interests should fulfill 
their threat to go out of the public ware- 
house business July 1 the directors announce 
that there will still be ample facilities for 
the accommodation of all grain coming to 
this market. It is understood, however, that 
the elevator concerns will postpone any such 
action at least until the first of the year.

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HIT UNCLE SAM'S MOTIVES 


TRUST’S ATTORNEYS QUESTION 
METHODS OF GOVERNMENT. 


Rosenthal Suggests Failure in Beef 
Cases May Be Reason for Attaek on 
‘Big ‘Corporations—Says, Fine. of 
$30,000,000 Is “Ridiculous’’—De- 
elares Suits Are Unjust.and That 
Chicage and Alton Railway Com- 
pany Is More at Fault. ) 


The government's motives in prosecuting 
the Standard Oil company were called into 
question yesterday by Attorney Moritz Ros- 
enthal and Attorney John S. Miller in their 
closing arguments on the motion for a new 
trial before Judge Landis in the United States 
court. Mr. Rosenthal suggested that there 
might be some chagrin on the part of the 
government for its failure in the beef cases, 
and that the oll prosecution was hatched "’ 
in the nature of a recoup. 

In the morning he had assailed the court's 
power to inflict such a fine as $30,000,000. 

It their construction of the law is right,” 
he said, your honor has the right to impose 
a fine of some $30,000,000, but do you think for 

a moment congress gave you such power? 
No, indeed; such was not the intention, any 
more than giving you power to send Bogardus 
to the penitentiary for 3,000 years. 

Judge Landis, after the arguments had been 
finished, took the motion under advisement. 

He is expected to give his decision within a 
few days. The afternoon session of court was 

held in the judge’s chambers. District At+ 
torney Sims did not address the court, and 
the speech of Assistant District Attorney 

Wilkerson was the only argument heard from 
the government. 


Questions Motives in Case. 


Some of the most significant statements to 
the court by Mr. Rosenthal follow in sub- 
stance: 

“Why has this prosecution been based on 
so many counts? What does this exceptional 
vigor mean? Is there anything at all that 
warrants this tremendous prosecution? 
Under this ‘administration it seems that the 
big corporations have been specially selected 
to be attacked. The New York Central was 
récently attacked and assessed a fine of 
$150,000. Then there is the attack upon the 
sugar trust. 

Now the government comes to Chicago 
and finds a reason to select not the railway 
company—and if we are guilty, the Chicago 
and Alton is infinitely more guilty—but the 
Standard Oil company. This is the first time 
in history that such an extraordinary in- 
dictment has been voted. And why was this 
company selected? Was this an aggravated 
case? Surely not. There was no secret re- 

bate. , 

2 The Standard Oil company was the only 
large shipper, and was absolutely without 
competition in itg fleld. This goes further 
to show that there could have been no mo- 
tive to violate the law. Having a monopoly 
of its field, there was no reason for a secret 
or competitive rebate. Hundreds knew of 
the rate. The whole world might have 
known it 


Calls It Gross Injustice. 


IT say this prosecution is a gross inequity 
and injustice. It is a forced prosecution. 
Whiting, Ind., just happened to be over the 
line; otherwise there would have been no 
case. As far as the law is concerned, it 
would have been easy to get around it had 
there been any criminal intent on the part 
of the oil company. 

‘Why this tremendous effort on the part 
of the government? What appeals to the 
court to induce it to adopt the district at- 
torney's strained construction of the law? It 
seems to me the Standard Oil company is a 
victim simply because it is the Standard Oil 
company. Had it been the John Doe com- 
pany or the John Smith company there 
would have been no prosecution. There 

is nothing in the name that warrants an 
extreme penalty, regardless of the public's 
clamor. It amounts to the practical con- 
fiscation of the defendant's property. 

“There is a strong suspicion that this 
great government of ours, in which we 
take so much pride, is trying to get away 
from the beef prosecutions in which it has 
failed.” * 

Mr. Miller's statements were confined 
principally to the citation of cases which 
he contended supported the theory of the 
defense, that there could have been but 
one offense, if any offense at all was com- 
mitted by the company.

In connection with the lobbying, which is 
not being done in the open, a telegram has 
come to light which indicates that extraor- 
dinary measures are being taken to block 
the bill. 


TEACHERS’ BILLS MAY FAIL. 


Chicago Lobby Does Not Regard Refer- 
ence of Measures as Favor- 
able. 


Springfield, Ill. May 7.—[Specſal. I The 
two bills which the Chicago school teachers’ 
want to put their pension system on a sound 
financial basis struck an obstacle in the sen- 
ate today, and unless they get some aid are 
likely not to fare well. 

Much to the disappointment of the teachers 
who have been lobbying for the bills in the 
legislature the senate, instead of taking 
action on them, they having been sent over 
from the house, referred them to a subcom- 
mittee consisting of Senators Glackin, Ettel- 
son, and Cruikshank. Some members of the 
teachers’ lobby have become discouraged 
by the action and regard their bills as lost, 
not believing that it is the intention of the 
subcommittee to report. 

One of the two bills makes a new classifica- 
tion of teachers according to service and 
specifies the amount which each class is to 
pay into the fund. The other provides that 
interest of public *chool funds shall be 
turned over to the pension fund. 

Senator Jandus is opposing the reference 
to a subcommittee, saying: 

We might as well be honest and kill 
them in the open instead of doing it in the 
dark.

“The Berry bill, as it has passed both 
houses, and as it will take its place upon the 
statute books, provides for a vote on the 
liquor question by townships, by cities,vil- 
lages, and towns, and by precincts in ebu ties 
not under township organization. Th town- 
ship feature of the bill is going to prove an in- 
calculable boon to the whole state of Illinois. 
Under and by means of it cities and towns 
will be able to protect themselves against 
nullification of the people’s will through the 
establishing of cold storages and | gallon 
houses. 

By means of this feature the farming 
population of the state will be given a fran- 
chise upon the question which touches them 
as closely, ‘perhaps more closely, thin any 
other. By means of the city, village, and 
town features of the bill city councils are 
forever inhibited from licensing salbons if 
the people have voted in the negative on that 
question. This feature makes it mandatory 
upon city councils and village boards to ob- 
serve the will of the people upon this ques- 
tion. It is true the county and precinct and 
ward features are not in the measure as 
passed. The bill would never have passed 
with those features included; as it was we 
had but five votes to spare, and fai more 
than that number would not have stood with 
us if these features had been included. 

There never has been a harder battie 
fought in the Illinois legislature. The oppost- 
tion has fought every inch of the way. The 
last days of the battle a large liquor lobiby has 
been in attendance. Rumors and reports of 
undue influence have been numerous, but 
with all the pressure brought to bear, and 
with all the resources of the enemy against 
us, we more than held our own. It was ap- 
parent the last few days of the fight that the 
liquor interests were fighting a losing battle, 
for their every act exhibited their desper- 
ation.” 


REFUSES UNION OF CHURCHES. 


Congregational Association Votes Not 
to Join with Methodist Protestant 
and United Brethren.

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VOTE POWER TO TEACHERS 


MEMBERS OF SCHOOL MANAGE- 
MENT COMMITTEE ACT. 


Cat Short Their Talkfest and Rush 
Through Plan te Democratize— 
Cooley to Be a Mere Figurehead— 
Intention Is to Put Resolution 
Threugh Board Tonight While the 
Opportunity Still Exists — Mrs, 
Yeoung’s Compromise Plan Adopted. 


The school management committee of the 

board of education last night carried out its 
long simmering plans to democratize the 
public school system. A plan was adopted 
which renders Supt. Cooley a mere figure- 
head in the school system by providing for 
a referendum vote of the Haleyized school 
teachers on all Important questions of educa- 
tional policy: -- . 
The committee decided to adopt some plan 
last night and rush it through the board to- 
aight. It is said that Mayor Busse’s treat- 
ment of the civil service commission made 
the board members conclude to shorten their 
** talkfest and act in haste. It was pointed 
out by some of the committee members that 
Mayor Busse’s appointees will take up the 
reins in July. So the Haley plan has a short 
term of ite at best. 


Many Plans Proposed. 


When the committee met it had before it 
three main plans for the democratisation“ 
of the school system and sixty-seven sub- 
sidiary plans. One of the main plans had 
been drafted by the Central Teachers’ coun- 
cil, which is controlled by the followers of 
former Deputy Assistant Mayor Haley, and 
was based on the De Bey ideal.“ This plan 
called for the establishment of 8382 advisory 
councils, district councils, and ai central 
council orgahized after the fashion of the 
democratic central committee. Another 
plan was that formulated by Mrs. Emmons 
Blaine. It represented the ideas of the con- 
servative and ratiogal members of the 
board. It was promptly killed. 

The third plan was held up as a com- 
promise. It was drafted by Mrs. Ella Flagg 
Young, principal of the normal school, with 
the aid of the normal school faculty. Supt. 
Cooley had a fourth plan, but it died a 
natural death after first reading, Trustee 
Post finding fault with it. The Cooley plan 
called for the submission of all questions to 
the teachers direct without regard to cen- 
tral committees, district councils, or any 
other kind of central organizations. This 
plan was not even given the courtesy of a for- 
mal vote. 


Mrs. Young’s Plan Adopted. 


After Trustee Post had made fourteen or 
fifteen speecheg the plan submitted by Mrs. 
Young was adopted. This plan was hailed 
by Mrs. Dr. De Bey as ‘‘ simplicity itself.“ 
It provides for the following organizations: 

Two hundred and fifty elementary school ad- 
visory councils, one to e&ch school. 

Eighteen high school councils. 

One normal school council. 

Twenty-five district councils. 

One joint commission composed of the presidents 
and secretaries of the twenty-five district counctis. 

The joint commission " has no legislative 
powers and simply exists for the purpose of 
collating and formulating conclusions 
reached by the 250 elementary school coun- 
cils, the eighteen high school councils, the 
normal school council, and the twenty-five 
district councils. 

It is provided in the plan that any ad- 
visory council may take the initiative in 
’ suggesting educational reforms, that said 
reforms shall be discussed in all advisory 
councils and in the district councils as well. 
It is also provided that the board may ascer- 
tain the opinions of the teachers through 
the machinery of the various councils either 
by referendum vote or by appealing for aid 
to the councils. ! 

As a concession to Supt. Cooley, the com- 
mittee provided that he might ask the opin- 
ion of the teachers if he so desired. 

The committee voted not to elect any more 
district superintendents this year. It was 
decided to leave this matter to the next 


board.

Send Petition to City Council Asking 
Postponement of Plan for Expen- 
sive Paving for “Back Yard’’—Irv- 
ing Park Women Want Building 
Torn Down Because of Revelry Car- 
ried on There—Washington Park 
People Plan “Clean Up.” 


“We find it a burden to bury so much 
money in a back yard,” read the complaint 
ot a number of property owners sent yester- 
day to the city council. 

The protest referred to the pavement with 
vitrified brick ‘of. the public way in the 
block Bounded by Schiller, Go and. State 
streets and Dearborn avenue. It will cost 


It is stated there is no alley there, but a 
courtyard with an entrance from Goethe 
street, without any exit in Schiller. It is 
contended that ice wagons, coal wagons, and 
other delivery wagons have to enter and 
leave at Goethe street after turning around 
in the narrow passage, ruining the pavement 
and also the bulidings. and fences. 

The oldest inhabitants,“ it is said, recall 
an opening formerly at Schiller street, and 
the objectors think it should be restored, 
Anyway, they argue, cedar blocks are good 
enough pavement for a blind alley. It is said 
@ nonproperty owner, a tenant of the block, 
has requested the new pavement. 

Public Hearing on Sewer. 

A public hearing was held on the proposition 
to construct a $370,000 sewer system in the 
district between Thirty-first and Thirty-sec- 
ond streets and South Central Park and 
Sacramento avenues.

Wants North Side Hole Filled.

Hanberg was called to an unsightly hole 
at Dearborn avenue and Division street by 
Samuel M. Hamilton, 460 Dearborn avenue. 
Mr. Hamilton says that for the last year 
and a half there has been a hole at the place 
named more than twenty feet in depth and 
150 square, which is filled with tin cans and 
refuse the year round. He asks that Mr.

W. L. Bush’s hotel project, later abandoned. 

Mr. Hamilton also calls attention to neg- 
lected sidewalks in the vicinity, one in par- 
ticular being dangerous to pedestrians and 
a serious obstacle to teams.

CIGAR DEALERS SAY TRUST OR | 
THEATERS BREAK LAW. 


Complain That Handing Out of the 
Rolls of Tobacco in Smoking Rooms 
of Pinyhouses. Is Illegal Uniess 
Some One Pays 8100 License for 
Each Hoyse—Urge Fiat 825 Fee for 
All Retail Dealers in Any Form of 
Tobacco. 


Charges that the American Tobacco com- 
pany and several downtown theaters are vio- 
lating the ordinance regulating the sale of 
clgarets were made by speakers at a meeting 
of the Chicago Cigar Dealers’ association 
held last evening at the Masonic temple. 

It was declared that cigarets are given 
away between the acts in practically every 
downtown theater, and the Colonial theater, 
the Grand opera house, and the Majestic 
theater were mentioned. Thig practice, it 
was asserted, is in violation of the cigaret 
ordinance in that the ordinance prohibite the 
sale or giving away of cigarets without a 
license, 

Emil Griefen, a member of the association, 
who brought the subject before the meet- 
ing, said he had notified the license officer 
of the violations, but, he asserted, the latter 


had done nothing because he received passes 
to the theateram 


Given Away in Smoking Rooms. 

The cigarets, it was said, are given away in 
the smoking rooms of the playhouses, 
uniformed boys being on hand to supply the 
demand, which was said to be large. 

“If the practice of giving away cigarets 
at the theaters is to continue, the theatera 
should be made to pay a license,” said Mr. 
Griefen. 

*‘Cigarets are being given away every 
night at the Gowntown theaters, and it has 
been going on for some time. I know it is 
being done at the Colonial theater and the 
Grand opera house, and I am told the prac- 
tice is in vogue at the Majestic. 

“ Bither the theaters or the American To- 
bacco company should be compelled to take 
out a Ucense if they wish to continue it. At 
present it is in violation of the ordinance. 
The licenses of the tobacco company do not 
give permission to give away cigarets at any 
other place than that named in the license. 

Mr. Griefen was appointed a committee of 
one to call the attention of the authorities 
to the alleged violation. 


Urges $25 License for All. 


The meeting was held for the purpose of de- 
vising a plan whereby the present cigaret 
license feo of $100 a year might be reduced. 
This plan, however, was sidetracked tempo- 
rarily by a plan presented by Albert Brek- 
ung, president of the association, whereby 
every dealer handling tobacco in any form 
should be licensed at the rate of §25 a year, 

“By adopting thie plan the city would 

in a big amount of revenue annually and 

he tobacco and cigar dealers would be 
treated more justly than at present,” said 
Mr. Breitung. “ With a $100 a year cigaret 
license the city takes in orily $70,000. If the 
cigaret license were knocked out and the 
general §25 a year license adopted, the city’s 
revenue would amount to about $400,000 a 
year. I base these figures on the fact that 
there are nearly 20,000 dealers in Chicago 
selling tobacco in some form. Allowing 4,000 
of them to drop out of the business on account 
of the Neense it would leave 16,000 dealers, 
and they would yield the revenue I have 
named.“ 

A committee of the association will lay 
the plan before the Heense committee of the 
city council next week.

Pretentious Home in Pittsburg Pledged 
Last March to Secure a Loan of 
$100,000—Officers Censured. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 7.— Lyndhurst,“ the 
pretentious home of Mrs. William Thaw, ip 
the east end section of this city, has been 
mortgaged for $100,000, according to a Pitts- 
burg paper. 

The mortgage was sécured some time ago, 
the book containing the record has been hid- 
den, according to this newspaper, and in- 
formation concerning the document did not 
become public until today. The interest 
charged is 5% per cent, and the mortgage is 
held by the Fidelity Title and Trust com- 
pany. It will mature in three years. 

The paper was drawn in New York City 
on March 7, 1907, and was witnessed by At- 
torney Clifford W. Hartridge of Harry 
Thaw's counsel and John P. Meagher, a no- 
tary, who did the necessary work of wit- 
nessing and putting the official seal of the 
commonwealth upon the document. 

Four trustees’ accounts under the will of 
William Thaw were filed for audit in the office 
of the registrar of wills this morning. The 
account of Harry Thaw shows there is due 
him, under the direct legacy allowed by his 
father, the sum of $439,584.

Balfour Ridicules Bill. 


Mr, Balfour, the opposition leader, char- 
acterized the bill as grossly unfair, as the 
Irish members of parliament were still able 
to interfere in English and Scotch affairs, 
while the house of commons would be unable 
to say a word in the analogous business about 
to be transferred to the new council The 
measure would not legitimately relieve the 
aspirations of the Irish and would only cause 
confusion in the. administration and entail 
real grievances on Scotland and England. 
He declared that there was no object which 
was desired in connection with the govern- 
ment of Ireland which would be furthered 
by the extraordinary proposals of the Irish 
secretary... More preposterous suggestions 
regarding local government had never been 
made. They would cause collisions with 
the ‘authorities and inevitably involve a 
breakdown of the whole scheme. The pro- 
posals would satisfy neither the English nor 
the Scotch and still less the Irish. 


John Redmond Cautious. 

John Redmond, the Irish leader, said that 
until he and his colleagues had time to con- 
sider every feature of the bill and elicit Irish 
pudlio opinion in regard to it no one could 
expect him to give either a deliberate or a 
final judgment. Mr. Gladstone proposed to 
solve the problem by the full and frank con- 
cession, of self-government and.autonomy to 
the Irish people, but what the present gov- 
ernment offered Was not home rule nor a 
substitute for it. The lrish still demanded 
home rule and rested their claim on their 
historic right and the admitted failure of a 
century of British government of Ireland. 

As home rulers, Mr. Redmond thought they 
Were justified in regarding the scheme as 
consistent with the maintenance of their 
aspirations, and he proceeded to apply cer- 
tain tests to the scheme regarding giving 
general and effective control to Irish public 
opinion over the matters which the bill dealt 
with. He said he did not like the nominated 
element. Mr. Redmond agreed with Mr. Bal 
four that it was not democratic, but if he was 
told that the government's object was to give 
a large representation to the minority, who 
were suspicious regarding the action of the 
majority, then he would be perfectly willing 
to accept this undemocratic principle. We be- 
3 that the minority’s fears were honest 
but groundless. There were no limitations to 
which he would not go to meet these fears. 


Veto Power Too Great. 
Continuing, Mr. Redmond said the power 
given to the lord litutenant appeared to o 
far beyond the ordinary veto limits. If that 
was so the provision did away with the gen- 
uine character of the power given to the 
council. Apart from that he thought that 
the control was genuine and complete. 

After expressing doubt regarding the work- 
ability of some of the minor features of the 
bill, Mr. Redmond took up what he termed 
the most serious of all tests, the financial 
features. He said he was strongly of the 
opinion that the fund of $38,200,000 was most 
inadequate. The whole amount would be 
mortgaged at once, leaving nothing for the 
development of Ireland. Therefore it would 
be impossible to successfully work the 
scheme. The police department was the 
only one in which a real saving could be 
effected and that was withheld from them. 
Incidentally Mr. Redmond confessed that 
although he viewed the question from a 
pole opposite to that of Mr. Balfour; he felt 
the force of some of the latter’s arguments. 
In conclusion Mr. Redmond said that if the 
measure showed itself workable, even with 
moderate success, his party would gladly 
accept it. 

To prevent the first reading of the bill 
being deferred until tomorrow, and while 
Walter Hune Long was still speaking, Mr. 
Birrell moved the closure. Then, amid 
great uproar and protests and shouts of 
„gag.“ the closure was carried by 417 
votes to 121, and the bill passed its first 
reading by 416 votes to 121. The house 
then adjourned.

Andrew J. Graham, in discussing the bill, 
said: 

It looks as if all that is left to do towards 
securing home rule for Ireland is to estab- 
lish it. Ireland is well able to govern itself 
and the time has come for the Irish to get 
home rule. It is pretty hard to say yes or 
no to the proposition offered.“ 


New York Irish Comment. 


New York, May 1T.—The Irish government 
Dill. while looked upon by Irishmen generally 
in this eity as falling far short of a homerule 
measure, is nevertheless acceptable in the 
spirit that the granting of some concession 
ia better than nothing. Patrick Ford, editor 
of the Irish World, said: 

„ Ireland having deen so long excluded 
from all participation in the control of her 
government, any installment: of her rights, 
howsoever small, may be by some regarded 
as an improvement. Birrell's bill, in my 
judgment, is a small installment and to me 
is exceedingly disappointing.“ 

O' Donovan Rossa said: ‘I cannot believe 
England will ever do anything for Ireland 
unless compelled to by some show of physi- 
cal force. Gladstone during the debate on 
the church disestablishment act, over thirty 
years ago, acknowledged this. He said that 
the Manchester rescue and the blowing up of 
Clerkenwell prison in London had brought 
the Irish question into the domain of prac- 
tical politics. I have no trust in any prom- 
ises made by the British government be- 
cause they are only thrown out as a bait to 
fool the Irish.” 

John J. Joyce, vice president of the muni- 
cipal council of the United Irish league in 
this city, said: 

“I feel that the friends of home rule on this 
side of the Atlantic will be greatly disap- 
pointed. Still, there is good cause for hope, 
notwithstanding the meagerness of the meas- 
ure. It is a step in advance and, like other 
items of legislation reluctantly granted by 
England, may prove of benefit to the Irish 
people. 


As Viewed in Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 7.—Michael J. Ryan, 
national president of the United Irish League 
of America, when shown the cabled sum- 
mary of the Irish bill introduced in the house 
of commons today, said: 

“The terms of the bill are disappointing 
and seem to be a far remove from home 
rule. To intelligently discuss the measure, 
however, would require a full reading of it 
and an intimate knowledge of the complex 
system of government which afflicts Ireland. 
Her civil affairs are now managed by sixty- 
seven irresponsible and independent bureaus, 
many of them directed by subclerks from 
London department offices, thus making her, 

as Lord Dufferin said, the highest taxed and 
worst governed land in the world. 

“The concentration of many of these 
* bureaus,’ as seemingly provided by the bill, 
undoubtedly would be advantageous, but 
the whole measure will be passed upon at 
the national convention of the Irish people, 
which has been summoned to meet in Dub- 
lin May 21, and they are on the ground and 
know best their needs. Ireland ‘will then 
accept or reject it, but if accepted it can 
only be as a step forward.“ 


How Boston Irish Regard It. 


Boston, Mass., May 7.—John O’Callaghan, 
national secretary of the United Irish League 
of America, said today, with reference to the 
| Irish bill: 

“The only thing apparent from the pro- 
visions of this bill, as described thus far, is 
that it means the downfall of Dublin castle 
as an anti-Irish institution.

New York; May 7.—[Special.}—Miss Muriel 
Nelson, actress, Musician, and composer, 
committed suicide in her apartment in the 
Hotel Bennington today. She shot herself 
through the head. Miss Nelson, who came to 
this country from England, was divorced 
some time ago from her first husband, James 
Stewart Baird, a noted English educator. 
After her divorce she married Wallace Wid- 
decombe, amractor, but recently they have not 
lived together. 


Dies to End Heartache. 

A note addressed to Widdecombe, found in 
her apartment, gives the reason which 
prompted Mise Nelson to end her life. The 
note says: 

Dear Wally—Since this divorce trouble I haven't 
felt right. My head aches and so sometimes does 
my heart. I have decided to rest. Be sure and 
bury me near the dear old city. Publish the man- 
uscript of my music that remains and put out the 
song Little Chrysanthemum,“ for the piano. It 
will not do well for vaudeville. Everything to 
Elsie. There is some jewelry in Tiffany's stor- 
age. God bless you. MURIBL.

A second note found in her room read: 

To my friends—God bless and keep you always. 


Seeks Divorce, Then Regrets. 

The divorce suit to which the first note re- 
fers to was one begun by her against Widde- 
combe about six months ago. The sult was 
tried last Saturday in the Supreme court of 
Westchester county. No co-respondent was 
named, although specific charges were made 
against Widdecombe. He did not defend the 
action. 

Although Miss Nelson brought the suit, 
it looks as if she really didn't want a decrée, 
She returned to her hotel in tears after the 
trial action on Saturday, and the same day 
a hotel maid noticed a revolver in her room 
for the first time. 

Miss Nelson was well known among stage 
folk both in this country and England. She 
appeared in many plays in this country, the 
most recent of which was “The Squaw 
Man with William Faversham. 


Notifies Friends, Then Ends Life. 

Guthrie Center, Ia., May 7.—[Special.)— 
After calling up six of her neighbors over the 
long distance rural telephone to say she was 
about to drink carbolic acid, Mrs. George 
Betts today kept her word and committed 
suicide. Mrs. Betts in turn rang up the six 
families, telling each that she had grown 
tired of life and wanted to end it all. She 
said that she found a bottle containing car- 
bolic acid and that she hoped it would be 
sufficient to end her misery. While from as 
many different directions six neighbors were 
hurrying to her home to prevent the suicide, 
Mrs. Betts drank the acid and died. She 
had been despondent for some time.

IDAHO TOWN TAKES PRECAUTIONS

Mayor Haines Issues Order Forbid- 
ding All Street Preaching by Agi- 
tators While.the Officials of the 
Western Federation of Miners Face 
Jury on Charge of Murdering Ex-

Bolse, Idaho, May 7.—As a precautionary 
measure, street preaching or speaking will 
be stopped in Boise during the triale of Will- 
iam D. Haywood and the other leaders of the 
Western Federation of Miners for the alleged 
murder of Frank Steunenberg. It is feared 
that freedom of speech in the street may 
lead to local agitation for or against the 
priwoners ang possible disorders, and Mayor 
Haines has decided that it will be better to 
issue and enforce a strict order covering the 
matter. 

Police and detectives watch the railroad 
and highways entering the city, and it is the 
general belief that they will be able at all 
times to fully control the situation. Behind 
them is an experienced militia and two troops 
ot United State cavalry quartered at a per- 
manent post within the city limits, but there 
is not the slightest apprephension that taeir 
services will be required. 

Judge Fremont Wood has given no indica- 
tion to either side as to what his decision may 
be in the matter of the bill of particulars 
asked for by the defense and argued yester- 
day.

New York, May 7.—Representatives of the 
transatlantic steamship companies, against 


clared by the longshoremen, met in confer- 
ence tonight and decided to refuse the ad- 
vance asked and stand together in the fight 
with their former employés. 

The strikers tonight expressed themselves 
as confident that they would be able event- 
ually to tie up all the transatlantic traffic. 
Even if the men succeeded in no more thar 
upsetting the sailing schedules by causing 
frequent delays in sailings, the situation at 
this season of the year, when the travel is 
especially heavy, would be serious. That the 
strikers could accomplish more, the steam- 
ship officials denied. 


Two Riots at Docks. 

The first violence in Manhattan since the 
strike started occurred today on West 
street, near the White Star line at West 
Eleventh street. The strikers met over 4 
nearby saloon, and when a band of forty 
strike breakers came along on their way 
to the pier 100 strikers rushed from their 
headquarters and began to pommel the 
strike breakers. The strike breakers fied 
in disorder to the piers, and the police 
drove the attacking party away. 

Another disturbance took place at the 
warehouse of the Bush Terminal company 
at the foot of Forty-second street in Brook- 
lyn when the strikers made an attack on 
300 negro strike breakers. The fight wae 
getting lively, when the police jumped in 
with their night sticks and the strikers fell 
back. The strike breakers then were put 
to work. 


Some Settle; Others Strike. 

Some of the strikers settled today, but 
this was counteracted by new strikes. Early 
in the afternoon the strikers on the Mallory 
line agreed to a counter proposition of the 
company by which, instead of getting a flat 
rate of 85 cents an hour for night and day 
work—theilr own proposition—they will get 
80 cents an hour for day work and 35 vents 
an hour for night work. The strikers, 850 
in number, principally negroes, returned to 
work and the strike breakers, 450 Italians, 
were discharged. The steamer Alamo of 
this line is scheduled to sail Thursday, but 
no time could be fixed for the sailing of the

The strikers of the Ward line pier refused 
to accept the same conditions as the Mallory 
strikers accepted.

PASTORS IN SLEUTH ACT. 


The Rev. E. B. Lytle and Head of 
Deaconess Home Startle 
Missouri Methodists. 


St. Joseph, Mo., May 1%.—[Special.}]—The 
Rev. E. B. Lytle, Methodist, presiding elder of 
Mafyville district, has resigned his office an 
the ministry after twenty-five years’ service, 
and Mrs. Margaret Sheldon, superintendent 
of the Methodist Deaconess home here, algo 
has resigned and departed from St. Joseph, 
leaving none to answer a mineterial inquiry 
into stories told by residents at the deacon- 
ess’ home. 

The stories which precipitated the inquiry 
and the two resignations concern evening 
calls paid by the elder on the superintendent, 
when, according to the stories, the doors 
were locked and the lights turned low in Mrs. 
Sheldon's apartments. This led first to gos- 
sip and then to indignation among the Ens- 
worth hospital nurses who live at the home. 
The hospitel was managed by the Methodist 
Episcopal church, and it wasn’t long before 
the gossip of the nurses got to official ears. 

At first the stories were treated as a joke, 
but finally four ministers were delegated to 


home one evening. Neither Mrs. Sheldon nor 
the presiding elder-were let in on the plot. 
And so it turned out that when the ministe 
went to the superintendent's apartments the 
had to wait sortie little time before they were 
admitted. 


Ministers Find Them Together. 


When they were admitted the four minis- 
terial investigators found Elder Lytle there. 
He explained he was paying a personal and 
business call and was waiting for his train, 
and denied the door had been locked or the 
lights turned down. The ministers reminded 
him that his train had left an hour before. 
Following this, an official inquiry was or- 
dered, which Elder Lytle and Mrs. Sheldon 
were invited to attend. The inquiry was 
scheduled for today, but was postponed be- 
cause both the elder and the superintendent 
answéred the invitations to attend it witn 
their resignations. Elder Lytle, in sending 
his resignation to the official board of Mary- 
ville church, said that Mrs. Sheidon had 
long been a personal friend, and that he was 
innocent of any wrongdoing. He explained 
that when the four ministers called at her 
apartments, Mrs: Sheldon, who had had 4 
slight operation performed on her neck that 
day, had retired to dress the wound. It was 
that, he said, that prevented her from ad- 
mitting the ministers at once, 


Friends Believe in Elder. 


Friends of Eider Lytle believe him entire- 
ly innocent of wrongdoing, and declare the 


attempt to ruin a clergyman whose brilliant 
work had made him envied by less fortunate 
members of his calling. The ministers who 
were summoned to assist in the investigation 
do not like to talk of the matter, but instat 
they had absolute confidence in the presiding 
elder’s character until they found him in the 
apartments whicno he had been charged by 


Elder Lytle was considered one of Mis- 
sourl’s strongest and most eloquent preach- 
ers. He is 50 years old and has been in the 
ministry half his life. His home is in Mary- 
ville, where he was pastor of the First Meth- 
odist church for five years; leaving that 
pulpit in 1904 in order to become presid- 
| ing elder of the district. His work, before 
going to that city had been in Carroliton, 
and previous to being sent there he was for 
five years at Trenton. It had been expected 
that he would soon be taken from this district 
to fill one of the leading Methodist pulpits 
in the state. 

He has a wife and two children. His fam- 
tly has implicit faith in his integrity. 


Accused Pastor Flees Town. 

Enfield, III., May 7.—[ Special. Following 
charges of imymorality, the Rev. T. F. Ever- 
hart, 35 years old, pastor of the Methodist 
church here, hastily left town today, leaving 
behind a wife and baby.

He was listened to because 
he spoke by authority at certain intervals, 
but at no time did Senator Lodge possess the 
confidence and warm respect of his col- 
leagues. 


Logical Successor to Aldrich. 

With Crane it has been entirely different. 
He was known to but few people in the sen- 
ate when he arrived there as the successor to 
Hoar, a man of national acquaintance and 
more or less of historic character. Never- 
theless, Senator Crane has progressed from 
that day to this. For a new man serving his 
first term in the senate he undoubtedly has 
more influence than any other influential 
senator. He has developed a genius for or- 
ganization, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that if he stays in the senate he will 
succeed to the position now held by Aldrich 
of Rhode Island as leader of the republicans. 

Senator Crane is a little man, absolutely 
insignificant in a crowd—so far as looks go. 
He possesses, however, an unusual capacity 
for organized effort. He has been the inti- 
mate friend of President Roosevelt for 
many years, and yet it is a fact which some 
people do not understand, that Senator 
Crane was one of the most vigorous critics 
of the president's policy in regard to the rail- 
road rate bill. 8 

He is not a reactlonary in any sense of 
the word, but at the same time he would rep- 
resent the conservative business interests of 
the east about as well as any man who could 
be selected.

view. 

There is every reason why politicians 
should pay attention to New Englami.

gressive advocates of tariff revision and reci- 
‘procity are to be found right here in Boston. 
The present governor of Massachusetts is a 
tariff revisioni openly and above board. 
It would not s much to turn any one or 
all of the New England states away from 
their old time allegiance to the republican 
party. It is this which makes it well within 
the range of possfbilities that some such 
man as Senator Crane, who would command 
the respect, not only of his own state, but of 
the entire country, should be put on the 
ticket whether it be headed by Fairbanks 
or Taft or any other western man, if there 
is such à possibility. 1 


‘DRUG TRUST’ ADMITS DEFEAT? 


Hearing of Suit Postponed One Day— 
Decree Agreed On Giving Vio- 
tory to Company. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 7.—The hearing of 

testimony in the suit brought by the govern- 
ment in the Circuit court of the United States 
for the district of Indiana, against the mem- 
bers of the so-called “ drug trust, was today 
postponed until tomorrow. 
Following a consultation today between 
Joseph B. Kealing, United States district 
attorney, and counsel for the defense, it was 
agreed that a decree will be filed tomorrow 
morning, against all of the ninety-two de- 
fendants granting the perpetual injunction 
asked for by the government. 

The complaint charged a combination for 
the purpose of restraining and preventing 
competition in interstate commerce by man- 
ufacturers and dealers in proprietary articles 
and medicines, and fixing and regulating 
prices for which these articles and medicines 
should be sold.

Boss Cox J oins the Secretary’s, 


| Forces, Thus Killing Ef- 
fective Opposition. 


FRICTION IN NEW YORK. 


President’s Efforts to Help Gov. 
‘Hughes Fail to Produce” 
Gratitude. 


Washington, D. C.. May 7.—[Special. }— 
The opposition in Ohio to the candidacy of 
Secretary Taft for the presidency has col- 
lapsed. According to private information, 
believed to be reliable, which reached here 
this afternoon, the Cox forces, will make a 
public statement in a day or two anrouncing 
their acceptance of the secretary of war as 
Ohio's candidate. A notification to this ef- 
fect ts said to have been given to Senators 
Foraker and Dick. 

The defection of the Cox forces means the 
defeat of Senatore Foraker and Dick. Re- 
cently George B. Cox, the republican boss of 
Cincinnati, announced that ag always he was 
behind Senator Foraker. But Cox and his 
lieutenants have been sounding the votere 
to ascertain their sentiments, and according 
to information received here today they have 
concluded it would be foolish to attempt to 
stem the tide which is running in favor of 
the secretary. 


No Surprise to Secretary. 

The friends of Secretary Taft claim they 
are not surprised at the good news from 
Ohio. When the secretary of war was in 
the Buckeye state a week ago he talked 
with a number of politicians and got in 
touch with the people, and he came to the 
conclusion that his candidacy would receive 
the indorsement of his home constituency. 
Of the twenty-one congresemen in Ohio, 
seventeen have declared they are for Taft, 
three have not been heard from, and one, 

announced his support of Foraker, now 
is anxious to get im the Taft band wagon. 
There is not the slightest doubt in the Taft 
camp that a majority of the Ohio delegates 
will vote for Taft, and the hope is ex- 
pressed that before many months elapse a 
solid delegation can be secured. 

If the information received today should 
be confirmed, it wil mean a great step for- 
ward in the movement for Secretary Taft. 
In many states a disposition has manifested 
itself to delay the indorsement of the Taft 
boom until the situation in Ohio had been 
cleared up. This hesitation naturally was 
advantageous to other candidates who pro- 
posed to attempt to create conditions which 
would insure instruction of delegations for 
themselves instead of the secretary of war. 

With Ohio in line, there is no doubt in the 
minds of the administration that other 
states, particularly those friendly to the 
president, will hasten to place themselves 
on record as supporting Mr. Taft. Tonight 
the supporters of Secretary Taft exprese 
themselves as well satisfied with the situa- 
tion. 


Friction in the Empire State. 


A rift has appeared, however, in the New 
York situation. The administration of the 

resident and the administration of Gov. 

ughes are working at cross purposes in 
their efforts to strengthen h the president 
and the governor in New York. Between the 
two stands Frederick C. Stevens, state su- 
perintendent of public works. Mr. Stevens’ 
endeavor to bring about a working agreement 
between the president and the governar have 
not met with success, and if what is said here 
is to be believed his career as a political man- 
ager has been injured at the outset of an 
opportunity that promised much for the at- | 
tainment of his ambition. 

That the president and his supporters are 
piqued over the governor's attitude there is 
every reason to believe. At the same time 
assurances have bn given to the Washington 
administration that the governor was not re- 
sponsible for the newspaper statements sent 
out from Albany_which indicated that Mr. 
Hughes did not desire any help from the 
president to back him up in his effort to bring 
about reforms in New York state. 


Why Sanders Was Removed. 


When the president, through Secretary 
Cortelyou, called for the resignation of 
Archie Sanders, United States collector of 
internal revenue for the western district 
of New York, he waa led to believe he would 
De doing Gov. Hughes a favor. 

Practically coinsident with the publi@ation 
of the news that the demand for the resigne- 
tion of Sanders was the first step on the part 
of President Roosevelt to strengthen the 
administration of Gov. Hughes, press dis- 
patches came from Albany to the effect that 
while the governor declined to make any 
comment on the inspired statements from 
Washington as to the president’s purposes, 
it was known that the governor had nothing 
to do with the removal of Sanders and did 
not expect to be consulted in regard to the 
appointment of his successor. | 

This was a blow right between the adminis- 
tration’s eyes. It had expected hearty 
thanks from the governor instead of a rebuff. 
It was believed from what Mr. Stevens had 
said that the governor wanted Sanders re- 
moved. 


The Kind You Have 
in use for over 30 
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Homer Davenport Makes Bid for En- 
durance Race, but His Entry Seems 
to Be Ailing—Gen, Castleman Puts 
Forward Good Qualities of Blue 

Grass Animal, and Then Some One 
Asks Why Mule Should Be Sarred 
from Proposed Meet, 


Washington, D. C., May. 7.—[Spectal.)— 
The proposal of Homer Davenport, the car- 
toonist, to furnish one of his Arabian horses 
for a government test to prove that the 
Arabian steed hae greater endurance and 
fe more serviceable for cavalry than the 
American enimal has aroused an interesting 
discussion of the relative merite of the 
American horse and hie Arabian brother. 

Mr. Davenport's proposal, however, bids 
fair to fail for want of a horse. The last 
word from Mr. Davenport received at the 
war department was an explanation that the 
animal he had entered for a long distance 
test was sick and he would not say when he 
would be able to start. Hie letter was ac- 
companied by a ‘doctors certificate” 
which the government requires in every case 
of non-performance of public duty, showing 
that the Davenport steed had something 
the matter with him that puzzled even Gen. 


Beil. 
Suggestions Are Many. 

The announcement that the government 
was willing to allow the test to be made 
called out a lot of interesting correspondence, 
One patriotic citizen in New York state wrote 
that it would be grossly unpatriotic to let 
an Arabian steed go through an endurance 
test without competition. He declared that 
it would not be fair to the American horse. 
He wes promptly advised that the war de- 
partment had no disposition to discriminate 
against the American animal and suggested 
that, while it was not the purpose of the de 
partment to promote a horse race, competi- 
tion would be open to any American citizen 
who cared to enter his mount on the same 
conditions. Mr. Davenport had to 
pay all expenses. Nothing more was heard 
from the New Yorker. 

One of the most interesting communications 
came from Gen. John B. Castleman, presl- 
dent of the American Saddle Horse Breeders’ 
association, who sent a picture of the pedi- 
greed animal he would enter. Gen. Bell car- 
ried the letter to the president, who promptly 
decided that Gen. Castleman could not be 
ignored officially id any matter involving the 
pride of the American horse, and he was in- 
vited to enter the speed contest with his blue 
grase animal. 4 

Why Not Enter Mule? 


One suggestion affected great indignation 
that the American mule, which has won dis- 
tinction on so many battlefields by standing 
the flerce fire of battle and being eaten after- 
ward by soldiers, had seemingly been ignored. 
This complaint was promptly labeled “* joke 
and put away in the archives. 

The situation as explained at the depart- 
ment is simply that the endurance test sug- 
gested by Mr. Davenport is open to all com- 
petitors, Mr. Davenport included, whenever 
they care to enter; but at this time it ap- 
parently will fail for want of entries.

Civic Federation to Aid. 


. The inquiry will be conducted with the ac- 
tive cotperation of the civic federation, and 
a large proportion of the commissioners 
probably will be members of that body. 
The original object of the federation was 
to secure a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for a change in the state taxing laws. 
This -was sidetracked by Senator McKenzie 
with: his proposed measure for reducing Chi- 
cago’s representation in the general assem- 
bly. The senator insisted that only one 
constitutional amenament can be submitted 
to the people of the state at one election. 
That ties us up.“ sald John P. Byrne, 
president of the federation. “* It will be im- 
possible to maké any changes now in less 
than two years, for the greater part of the 
Illinois lawe is imbedded in the constitu- 
tion of 1870. All that can be done now is to 
investigate and present recommendations at 
the next session of the legislature. Mean- 
while, this commission will make as thor- 
ough an investigation of the subject as can 
be made. Illinois is at the foot of the list 
among the states in its revenue system. 


: Elastic System Is Desired. 


“What the civic federation wants is a 


direct, elastic scheme of taxation to replace 
the present system. The best and most up to 
date thought of the country on this subject

“The system should be elastic. That is, 
the amount ef business done by a given cor- 
poration should determine the amount itis tod 


sessed as much in an off year’ as in a year 
when traffic is heavy. 

Under the present system in Illinois one 
railroad, the IMinois Central, pays about 
$1,200,000 annually into the state treasury. 
None of the other railroada in the state pays a 
cent into the state treasury directly. Every- 
thing goes through the county treasuries. In 
other words, the difference between what 
the Ilunois Central pays and the $7,500,000 a 
year which it costs to run the state govern- 
ment is levied on the various counties of the 
state. 


Burden Heavy on Chicago. 

“The result of this is that enterprising, 
aggressive counties must raise their values 
to get sufficient revenue for local improve- 
ments, and consequently they: have to pay a 
greater proportion of the state expenses. 
The nonprogressive counties keep down all 
their taxes, don't make public improvements, 
and consequently pay a small proportion of 
the state tax. 

“The city of Chicago pays 40 per cent of 
the state taxes of IIlinols, and Cook is only 
one county of 102. You can see from this 
what an injustice the present system lays on 
Cook county. In the back number counties 
it is the constant effort of politicians and 
legislators to keep values down, and they

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NEW PLAN FOR SPRINKLING. 


Council Finance Committee Inspects 
_ Buildings in Which Refuse Collect- 
ed from Alleys Will Be Disposed Of 
in Manner Inoffensive to Persons 
in Neighborhood—Chairman Ren- 


mett and Commissioner Henberg | 


Pleased with Prospects. 


“Chicago will have the finest garbage 
reduction plant in the country in angther 
month/* ‘said Chairman Frank I. Bennett of 
the council finance committee yesterday. 

At the same time it became known that the 
commissioner of public works was contem- 
plating special legislation to provide for the 
sprinkling of all streets by the city. It is pro- 
posed to pay for the work by slightly increas- 
ing the frontage water rates and put an end 
to private sprinkling. 

Mr. Bennett and other members of the com- 

mittee had just returned from a visit to the 
plant of the Chicago Garbage Reduction 
company at Thirty-ninth and Iron atreetg. 
_ The committee found a number of buildings 
of brick or concrete complete or nearly fin- 
fShed. It was announced that by June 15 the 
plant would have a capacity of 600 tons a 
day, or about all the city can deliver to it. 
It now is taking as much of the garbage as 
Can be delivered. —~ 


Withheld Money to Be Paid. 

With this understanding the committee de- 
cided to pay the company. nearly $12,000 that 
had been held out on ite contract with the city 
for the last.three months—on the theory that 
the company had not been able to carry out 
the provisions of the contract. For $47,500,a 
year the company contracted to get rid of all 
Chicago's garbage. The city, however, has 
not been able to carry the garbage to the 
plant in the absence of suitable vehicles. 

By June 18.“ said Chairman Bennett, “I 
believe the city will be in a position to give 
the 23 all the stuff it can take 
care of. It de conveyed there in wagons 
having iron boxes and by scows. At the 
plant the garbage is disposed of without of- 
fense to the neighborhood. It is reduced 
without being cooked or burned. 

First the garbage is pressed to get all the 
moisture out of it. Then it is tanked and 
gasoline forced through it to get the grease 
out of it. The residue is ground up fine for 
fertilizing material and the grease is utilized 
for commercial purposes. 


Hanberg Satisfied with Plant. 
Commissioner of Public Works Hanberg, 
who also visited the plant, said he was wel) 
satisfied with it. ä 
With this garbage reduction question out 
of the way,” said he, conditions in Chicago 


will be much improved and the health of the | 


city benefited.” 

Mr. Hanberg had a talk with the committee 
on finance on the proposition of sprinkling 
the streets all over the city. 

There is a great deal of complaint con- 
cerning the dry sweeping, especially in the 
business district,” he said. ‘ The private 
sprinkling contracts are not satisfactory. 
The work is not always well performed and 
it is not uniform throughout the city. 

IJ am in favor of legislation that will make 
it possible to pay for sprinkling the streets 
all over the city by slightly increasing the 
frontage water rates.

To Americans he was known also as a 
lecturer, and of late years he had been 
heard on the platform in all parta of the 
United States. He was an earnest speaker, 
who always had something to say, and 
who said it with force and conviction. 
Both in his books and in his lectures he 
argued the gospel of comprehensive well 
doing, and if a pulpit style militated 
against his literary popularity, it certainly 
did not result disadvantageously to his 
success with his lecture audiences. His 
life was a busy and a fruitful one: he 
will be remembered as a useful force in 
the circles in which his influence as a 
moral leader was exercised, and one of his 
books at least will remain as a prominent 
and interesting feature of a remarkable 
period of Scottish dialect literature. 


„ COMETH NOT, SHE SAID.” 
Since the example of the obstetrical 
drama given to the public a number of 
years ago by Henry Arthur Jones—we 
believe—there has been no pictorial alt- 
uation so suggestive as that which now 
exists in Spain.

Among the various reasons which have led 
to the selection of Sir Eldon Gorst as suc- 
cessor to Lord Cromer as British plenipoten- 
tiary in Egypt is the fact that he, too, is rich, 
th h his marriage to the beautiful daugh- 
ter te Charles D. Rudd, one of the South 
African multimillionaires, Lord Cromer has 
on more than one occasion admitted the ad- 
vantage which he enjoyed in possessing 
large private means which enabled him to 
manifest & degree of independence in his 
dealings with the home government which he 
could not have shown if he had been a poor 
man with nothing but his pay. 

~~ 


Lord Cromer on several occasions was 
obliged to tender his resignation in order to 
secure the consent of the home government 
in Lon to that policy of his which has 

roved of such inestimable benefit, both to 
— and to Great Britain. Had he been a 
poor man he could not, out of consideration 
for his wife and children, have risked for- 
feiting his office—that is to say, his means of 
Ifvelihood—by threatening to resign in the 
hope of coercing his superiors into his way 
of thinking. A certain amount of independ- 
ence in one’s relations with the home gov- 
ernment ts indispensable to the successful 
administration of an office such as, for in- 
stance, that of British plenipotentiary in 
Egypt, or of viceroy of India, especially when 
it becomes necessary to refrain from com- 
plying with demands and orders from home 
that have been issued without adequate 
knowledge of the legal conditions. More- 
over, the home government is always apt to 
treat a servant with much more consideration 
when it knows that he can afford to abandon 
his post in the event of their failing to listen 
to his advice. 

Let me add in this connection that Lord 
Linlithgow was compelled to resign the gov- 
ernor generalship of Australia on the ground 
of expense, and that the late Gen. Sir Henry 
Norman, when appointed viceroy of India on 
the nomination of Mr. Gladstone, subse- 


quently asked that the nomination should be 


canceled, in view of the fact of his not hav- 
ing the necessary private fortune. 
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Not that Sir Eldon Gorst will be required 
to make any great display of wealth at Cairo. 
It is altogether a fallacy to imagine that in 
order to rule an oriental nation one must im- 
press them by magnificence. Simplicity is 
much more effective in this respect and Lord 
Cromer furnished a striking illustration 
thereof, since the natives, as well as all those 
enormously wealthy Levantines who consti- 
tute the bulk of the Christian population in 
Egypt, were perfectly well aware that it was 
not lack of means but merely a sense of per- 
sonal dignity and excellent taste which led 
him to refrain from anything in the nature 
of ostentation. 

It is just this rich Levantine element in 
Egypt that Sir Eldon Gorst will find most 
difficult to handle. It is the most dissolute, 
depraved, and dishonest class in the world, 
and is supplemented by the moral scum of 
the society of every capital of Europe, These 
people, who in the eyes of the natives are the 
representatives of Christian civilization, 
Lord Cromer ruled and held in check in a 
quiet yet firm manner. He used to keep the 
lid down with a vengeance, and yet there is 
no city where the lid is more necessary, and 
where it ts more difficult to keep it in its 
place; and the way he suppressed baccarat 
and similar gambling games some years ago 
at the clubs, in society, and after that among 
the lower classes, was a masterpiece of moral 
policing. The fact that while most hospitable 
himself, he rarely accepted any invitations, 
and in that way held aloof from the Cairene 
world, mingling socially only with those who 
were fit to sit at his table, of course helped 
him a great deal in thus holding the wicked- 
ness of Cairo and Alexandria in check. 


oe 


It remains to be seen whether Sir Eldon 
Gorst will be able to exercise a similar power. 
I am afraid not, for both he and his wife are 
too fond of society to forego its manifold 
pleasures: and it is of course difficult for a 
man to maintain the necessary degree of 
stermness towards people whom he is con- 
stantly meeting at entertainments on a foot- 
ing of social equality; and from whose hoe 
pitality he has in consequence thereof been 
unable to escape. 

One of the most extraordinary changes in 
the methods of England’s government since 
the accession of King Edward to the throne 
has been the development of unprecedented 
secrecy in the matter of foreign policy. The 
latter, by the terms of the constitution, is 
vested in the exclusive control of the sov- 
ereign, and Edward VII. avails himself of 
his constitutional prerogatives in the matter. 
Today no one knows exactly to what extent 
there is an understanding on the part of Eng- 
land with Spain, with Portugal, with Italy, 
and, I may add, with the United States. All 
sorts of speculations are rife, but nothing 
definite is known, and the day is now past 
since Prince Bismarck wrote as follows: 

“The greatest difficulty with which we 
have to contend in our relations with Eng- 
land is the absolute impossibility of any con- 
fidential intercourse with English statesmen, 
on account of their indiscretion, which is not 
merely confined to their communications to 
parliament. These indiscretions are almost 
invariably calculated to affect injuriously 
our relations with other European powers.”’ 

— 


Americans figure so largely among the 
hunting set at Rome that it may be of in- 
terest to mention that Count Pompeo Cam- 
pello”has succeeded his cousin, the marquis of 
Roccagiovine, as master of the foxbounds. 
Count Campello is, like the marquis of Roc- 
cagiovine, and like Count Primoli (who is go 
frequent a visitor to America), a great-grand- 
son on his mother’s side of King Joseph 
Bonaparte of Naples and of Spain, and on hia 
father’s side a great-grandson of Lucien 
Bonaparte, who remained without a crown 
because he declined to comply with the de- 
mands of his brother, the Emperor Napoleon 
I., that he should repudiate his wife, to whom 
he was devoted, and wed a royal princess. 
Count Campello's mother was the late Prin- 
cess Marie Bonaparte, sister of the late Car- 
dinal Bonaparte, and he is one of the most 
dashing officers of Italian cavalry, as well as 
a steeplechase rider of renown. The Cam- 
pellos are an old Unmrian family. 

The Marquis Roccagiovine's predecessor, 
as master of the Roman hunt, was Prince 
Agostino Chigi, who lost his life in the war 
with Abyssinia, and whose father, Prince 
Chigi, is hereditary marshal of the Holy 
Roman empire, and chief guardian of the 
conclave, having as such complete charge of 
all the arrangements in connection with the 
election of the pontiffs of the churca of Rome.

and finds his joy in making the two young folk 
he loves happy in their love. It is a simple 
story, but it is simply and sweetly told, and 
it has in it the heartbeat and the teardrop 
hid by smiles which make appeal to every 
man or woman and which spell enduring 
success for any play fortunate enough. to 
possess them. : 

It is not difficult to understand why such 
a comedy ran for over a year in London, and 
especially when it was given as it was last 
evening. There was never a false note from 
beginning to end. Just the right blend of 
light, buoyant comedy and sweet, sane senti- 
ment; just the right tempo for every scene; 
just the right mingling of dramatic sunshine 
and shade. It was a virtually ideal perform- 
ance, and it served but to increase the gen- 
une admiration felt for Mr. Forbes- Robert- 
son both as actor and stage director and for 
Mise Elliott and the excellent company 
which the two stars have brought with them.

The evening waa in the nature of a brillant 
triumph for Miss Elliott. Her role of Peggy.

The sentiment, as expressed by the dele- 
gates, educators, and representatives of the 
workingmen, was unanimous that crowded! 
rooms, bad air, and poor light were the prime 
causes of the spread of the disease, and tha 
radical steps should be taken to Oover com 
this condition of affairs. While it was ad. 
mitted that occasional é open“ causes exist,

SEVERAL CAUSES COMBINE TO 
BRING ABOUT DECLINES. 


Signs of Heavy Profit Taking in Re- 
cent Leaders, Lack of Supporting 
Orders, and Poor Outlooks for 
Crops Disturbing Influences on 
Sentiment—Public Takes No Inter- 
est in Transactions, All Being in 
the Hands of the Professionals. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 
NEW YORK, May 7.—[Special.})—The 
whole list on the stock exchange today was 
weakened by the fact that traders seemingly 
have ceased their efforts to cause a rise in 


the issues which have been the leaders for 


some time past, and when signs of heavy 
profit taking appeared the declines became 
more forcible. The public appears to be in 
doubt about the conditions and to have with- 
drawn from transactions, most of which were 
in the hands of professionals today. 

During the last hour of trading, however, 
covering by the shorts caused some recovery 
of the declin€é, while Atchison gained some 
positive strength, attributable to more favor- 
able views of the convertible bond issues. 

Union Pacific and Reading, the recent lead- 
ers in the market, today slumped badly, 
carrying with them some of the other leaders 
and weakening the eritire list, while pressure, 
which had the appearance of liquidation, 
caused declines in Delaware and Hudson 
and, through that stock, Reading. 

Union Pacific also was the subject of re- 
current rumors of an issue of new securities 
to finance its requirements. New York Cen- 
tral was under some degree of positive pres- 
sure, which was attributed to the disappoint- 
ment felt by shareholders oven the large 
deficit below the dividend requirement shown 
by the earnings for the March quarter. 

Crop prospects continued to bea disturbing 
influence in the stock market, in spite of the 
published views of a number of competent 
authorities in a tone of warning against ex- 
ageerated fears for the crops at the present 
stage. Traders in stocks were inclined to 
discount an unfavorable report from the 
agricultural department on Friday. 

There wes a decline in sterling exchange 
here and a rise at Paris during the day, 
both of these movements widening the mar- 
gin which still exists before gold shipments 
to Paris would become profitable. The al- 
leged intention to withdraw government de 
posits was denied.

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An interesting map showing the extent of 
the operations of the green bug this year ag 
n has so far been ascertained, compared ta 
the area affected in 1800, when the damage 
Was extensive, is a feature of this month's 
issue of Bartlett-Frazier’s At the Market. 
The dug is now pretty well distributed 
over about half of the area it was in 1800, 
the territory now affected including prac- 
tically all of Stra gpa Indian territory, 
southeastern Kansas, and sections of south- 
ern Illinois and Indiana, and the southeast- 
ern corner of Missouri. In 1800 the loss to 
the wheat crop as compared to an average of 
the three preceding crops was 34 per cent. 
Using the crop averages of the years 1004, 
1905, and 1906, and applying to these aver- 
ages the percentages of loss shown in 1890, 
it appears that a possible damage reaching 
106,000,000 bu may occur, bringing thé total 
crop in the affected regions down. to 206,500,- 
000 bu The May report of B. W. Snow makes 
the condition of winter wheat 76.1 for sub- 
stantially the same territory as that under 
comparison with 1890. His estimate of the 
crop shortage, based on present conditions, 
is 102,000,000 bu, against the estimated dam- 
age computed by the editor of At the Market 
of 106,000,000. The two results, being reached 
by different methods and without confer- 
ence, show a striking agreement. In regard 
to the spring wheat outlook, the situation is 
claimed to be generally satisfactory. Seed- 
ing is late, and that which was sown early 
lies dormant, while quite a large portion of 
Minnesota and South Dakota and the greater 
part of North Dakota have not yet been 
seeded. Even if seeding can be finished in 
the next few days in these states, it is well to 
remember that late sown wheat is apt to 
mean a disappointing harvest. Conditions 
abroad are not much better, France being 
about the only foreign country having sat- 
isfactory conditions. 

Broomhall’s weekly foreign crop summary 
read: .“ United kingdom—Warmer, dry 
weather is wanted.

Hun- 
gary—An official report just issued makes the 
outlook for winter wheat unfavorable, 10 per 
cent of the acreage having been replowed 
Spring crops show small growth, with much 
of the area still untilled. Romania—Special 
report confirms 25 per cent of the winter 
wheat area has been replowed. The weather 
is now fine and warm, but the crops need rain. 
Bulgaria—In the north reports make mention 
of moderate damage, while in the south it is 
estimated that there has been between 20 and 
40 per cent damaged as a result of winter kill- 
ing. Russia—Some damage is reported to 
the winter wheat in the southwest; elsewhere 
the outlook is favorable. Rye—In the famine 
region the outlook is unfavorable. Spring 
crops—In the southern belt the spring crops 
have had a late start, otherwise the outlook 
is favorable. In the famine region the out- 
look is unfavorable, Supplies show a slight 
increase, Italy and Greece—The crop out- 
look is only fair. Spain—Crop conditions 
continue favorable. North Africa, Belgium, 
and Holland—There ere moderate complaints 
regarding the outlook for the crop.”
